SUMMARY 


On May 4, 2020, Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Sergeants Raymond Jones, 
Jeremy Carr and Lieutenant David Grall responded to South Los Angeles Station 
(SLA) regarding a Category 3 use-of-force. The incident was documented under 
URN: 020-03594-0399-058 [Exhibit A]. 


On May 4, 2020, Deputies Kevin Walker and [EEE were assigned to 
SLA as Unit EM shift. They noticed the driver of a vehicle (white, Cadillac, 
Escalade, LIC# commit several traffic violations and conducted a 
traffic stop at Prairie Avenue and Hardy Street. Deputy Walker approached the 
driver side of the vehicle and Deputy! approached the passenger side. 


Deputy MM instructed the driver and sole occupant, identified as Suspect 
Christopher Bailey, to lower all the windows of the vehicle. Deputies Walker and 
иш... a strong odor of marijuana emit from inside the vehicle. As 
Deputy approached the front passenger door, he saw Suspect Bailey 


reach toward his waistband. Deputies Walker and believed Suspect 
Bailey may have a weapon in his waistband. 


To safely detain Suspect Bailey, conduct a pat down, and investigate the odor of 
the marijuana, Deputy Walker opened the driver's door. Deputy Walker took hold 
of Suspect Bailey's left wrist (unresisted) with his left hand, ordered him to step 
out of the vehicle and face away from him. Suspect Bailey stepped out of the 
vehicle and faced away as instructed. As Deputy Walker reached for Suspect 
Bailey's right wrist with his right hand, Suspect Bailey immediately turned his 
body to the right, raised his right elbow in an upward and backward motion. 
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x ч 


Suspect Bailey pulled his right arm away, and elbowed Deputy Walker in the 
head. Deputy Walker stumbled backward after being hit and became 
disoriented. 


Deputy — гг, to assist Deputy Walker, and ordered Suspect Bailey to stop 
fighting and to place his hands behind his back. Suspect Bailey did not comply. 
Deputy Walker wrapped his arms around Suspect Bailey's body from behind and 
attempted to pull him to the ground. Suspect Bailey broke away from Deputy 
Walker's hold and walked westbound into the middle of the northbound lanes of 
Prairie Avenue. Suspect Bailey turned around, faced the deputies, took a 
fighting stance, and struck Deputy one time on the left side of the face 
with his right fist. 


Deputy [I positioned himself behind Suspect Bailey and wrapped his arms 
around the suspect's body. Simultaneously, Deputy Walker punched Suspect 
Bailey four to five times in the face with his right fist. Deputy Walker grabbed 
Suspect Bailey's right arm with his hands, pulled the suspect forward and toward 
him, and down onto the ground with the assistance of Deputy 


As Deputy Walker fell backward and down onto the ground, he lost his grip on 
Suspect Bailey, and Deputy Walker struck his head on the asphalt causing 
disorientation. Suspect Bailey landed face down onto the ground with Deputy 

оп top of his back. Deputy {used his portable radio and broadcast 
they were involved in a fight. 


Deputy ШШШ attempted to apply the carotid restraint on Suspect Bailey; 
however, he was unsuccessful because Suspect Bailey moved his body from 
side to side. Suspect Bailey thrust his elbows and kicked at Deputies Walker and 

Suspect Bailey used his hands and pushed himself up with Deputy 
HR on top of his back. Immediately as Suspect Bailey pushed himself up, 
Deputy pulled Suspect Bailey backward, which caused both of them to 
fall backward. Deputy was on his back, on the ground, with Suspect 
Bailey's back on top of him. 


Suspect Bailey attempted to break free from Deputy гар and thrust his 
elbows back toward Deputy IEE at the same time kicking his feet at the 
deputies. As Suspect Bailey laid on top of Deputy he reached toward 
his waistband with both of his hands. Deputy again attempted to apply 
the carotid restraint on Suspect Bailey, but he was unsuccessful because 
Suspect Bailey thrashed his body from side to side. 


As Deputy [J attempted to apply a carotid restraint, Deputy Walker placed 
his right knee across and on top of Suspect Bailey's right thigh. Deputy Walker 
grabbed Suspect Bailey's hands; however, Suspect Bailey pulled his hands away 
from Deputy Walker and reached toward his waist. Deputy Walker ordered 
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Suspect Bailey to stop fighting, and punched him five to seven times in the face 
with his right fist. 


Suspect Bailey planted both of his feet on the ground, thrust his hips upward, and 
reached toward his waistband with his hands. Suspect Bailey then thrust his 
head backward and struck Deputy {Ef one time on the left side of his face. 
Deputy Walker grabbed Suspect Bailey's right wrist with his left hand, and 
punched Suspect Bailey another five to seven times in the face with his right fist. 
Suspect Bailey continued to reach for his waist area despite numerous orders 
from the deputies to stop fighting. Deputy Walker punched Suspect Bailey eight 
more times in the face with his right fist, and kneed him two to three times in the 
torso with his left knee. Suspect Bailey kicked his feet at Deputy [EE and 
Deputy Walker punched him five more times in the face with his right fist. 


Deputies Luis Cano-Robles, ЕЕЕ БЕНЕН anc 

arrived on scene. Suspect Bailey continued to move his body side to side. The 
suspect kicked his feet and thrust his elbows at deputy personnel, and continued 
to reach toward his waistband with his hands. He refused to obey the deputies’ 
orders to stop fighting. DeputylJused his Taser and tased Suspect Bailey two 
times in the lower torso. He used the Taser in drive-stun mode, in the lower 
abdomen area and lower legs, approximately four to five times. The Taser did 
not have any effect, as Suspect Bailey continued to fight and reach for his 
waistband. 


Deputy „са control holds on Suspect Bailey. When the control holds did not 
work, Deputy Ш punched the suspect 10 to 15 times in the stomach with his 
right fist and kneed him three to four times in the abdomen with his left knee. 
Deputy ШЕШЕ managed to handcuff Suspect Bailey's left wrist, but the suspect 
pulled his hand away. Deputy IE punched Suspect Bailey three to four 
times in the abdomen with his right fist. All deputy personnel simultaneously 
used force against Suspect Bailey. Deputy Cano-Robles kneed Suspect Bailey 
four times in the rib cage area and upper left shoulder with his right knee, and 
punched him 8 to 12 times in the face with his right hand. Deputy [used 
control holds, and punched Suspect Bailey 5 to 10 times in the upper back and 
shoulder area with both of his fists. Deputy Bii punched Suspect Bailey three 
times in the ribs with his right fist, kneed (unknown what knee) him two to three 
times in the rib cage area, and used a control hold. Deputy used a 
control hold on Suspect Bailey. 


Suspect Bailey thrashed his body back and forth and kicked his feet. Deputy MN 
applied a Hobble restraint device around Suspect Bailey's ankles. Working 
together, the deputies rolled Suspect Bailey onto his stomach and handcuffed 
him. 


IAB Note: A hobble restraint is a device used to limit a 
subject's leg movements. 
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Once Suspect Bailey was secured and stopped fighting, the deputies secured the 
scene and reported their involvement in the use-of-force to Sergeant Leonardo 


Vasquez. No weapon was recovered. 


The Los Angeles County Fire Department responded to the scene and rendered 
medical aid. Suspect Bailey was transported via ambulance to Centinela 


Hospital for further medical treatment.

INJURIES 


SUSPECT 
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Suspect Christopher Bailey suffered a nasal bone fracture, as well as right and 
left orbital fractures. Refer to medical records [Exhibit B]. 


On January 20, 2021, IAB investigators contacted attending physician, Brant A. 
Putnam from Trauma & Acute Care Surgery, Harbor UCLA. He stated Suspect 
Bailey's injuries were consistent with the force used by deputy personnel 


DEPUTY PERSONNEL 


Deputy Kevin Walker suffered a fracture to the base of his right small finger, a 
contusion on the back and right side of his head, and scrapes to his knees and 
legs [Exhibit C, Photographs, Deputy Personnel, Deputy Walker]. 


Deputy BUB from pain to the left side of his face and his left 
eye was exposed to Suspect Bailey's blood [Exhibit C, Photographs, Deputy 
Personnel, Deputy i 


Deputy Luis Cano-Robles suffered swelling and pain to his right wrist [Exhibit 
C, Photographs, Deputy Personnel, Deputy Cano-Robles]. 


Deputy ЩИ suffered from a strained back, and pain to his groin area 
and right hand [Exhibit C, Photographs, Deputy Personnel, Deputy ШЕ. 


Deputy BEBE suffered a cut on the top of his right hand, approximately 
half an inch in diameter [Exhibit C, Photographs, Deputy Personnel, Deputy 
PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 

Deputy personnel searched Suspect Bailey's vehicle and recovered two large 
plastic sealed bags and one large plastic bag containing a green leafy substance 


resembling marijuana. 


INVESTIGATOR'S OBSERVATIONS 


Two hours elapsed from the time of the force incident to IAB investigators’ 
observations. The incident occurred in front of 1011 South Prairie Avenue, on 
paved northbound lanes of Prairie Avenue. Prairie Avenue's two northbound and 
three southbound lanes were divided by a median containing shrubbery. The 
surrounding area encompassed commercial buildings. 


Deputy Honea # А photographed the scene, involved and injured deputy 


personnel, and Suspect Bailey [Exhibit C, Photographs, Scene and Suspect 
Bailey]. 
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WEAPONS USED BY PERSONNEL 


Deput Hi deployed a Department-approved Taser on Suspect Bailey. Deputy 
used а Department-approved hobble restraint device to restrain Suspect

CRIMINAL INVESTIGATORS AND CHARGES FILED 


The criminal investigation was handled by SLA Station Detective Fred Jimenez. 
On May 6, 2020, the Los Angeles County District Attorney charged Suspect 
Bailey with three felony counts of 69 PC - Resisting a Public Officer by Force, 
one misdemeanor count of 11359(b) HS — Possession of Cannabis for Sale, and 
11360(a)(2) HS – Transportation of Cannabis, Felony Complaint YA10198 
[Exhibit D]. 


At the time of this force review, Suspect Bailey's has a current court date of April 
28, 2021. Refer to court minute order [Exhibit E]. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 

The incident occurred during the hours of darkness at approximately 2:05 AM. 
Ambient lighting was provided by streetlamps and the area was illuminated by 
the patrol vehicle's headlamps and spotlights. There were also three light 
fixtures affixed to the commercial building located at 1011 South Prairie Avenue. 
The weather was cool and clear. 

RADIO TRANSMISSIONS 


IAB investigators reviewed Sheriff s Communication Center's (SCC) copy of the 
radio transmissions (dispatch channel and L-TAC) associated with the incident. 
The radio traffic was consistent with what deputy personnel reported. For details 
of the radio transmissions, see [Exhibit F]. 

STATEMENTS 


The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. 
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Additional information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
digitally audio recorded interviews and verbatim transcriptions. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEES 
DEPUTY KEVIN WALKER 


On December 17th, 2020, IAB Sergeants Connie Delgado and Luan Dang 
interviewed Deputy Walker at SLA Station. Deputy Walker elected to participate 
in the interview without a representative. 


On May 4, 2020, Deputies Walker and MM were assigned to SLA Station as 
Unit EM shift. Deputy Walker was the driver and conducted a traffic stop on 
Suspect Bailey for speeding (22350 VC) and lane straddling (21658(a) VC). 
Deputy Walker approached the driver side as Deputy Ш approached the 
passenger side. 


As they approached the vehicle, Deputy Walker smelled the strong odor of 
marijuana emit from inside the vehicle. Deputy Walker spoke with Suspect 
Bailey, and requested his driver's license. Suspect Bailey looked side to side at 
both deputies stating he did not believe his driver's license was valid, and 
reached toward his waist. Deputy Walker ordered Suspect Bailey to place his 
hands on the steering wheel, at which time Suspect Bailey complied. 


Deputy Walker asked Suspect Bailey if he had weapons inside of the vehicle. 
Suspect Bailey reached toward his waistband with his right hand and stated, “I 
just have" [Deputy Walker's Incident Report, Page 5]. Since Suspect Bailey 
did not finish his sentence, Deputy Walker believed Suspect Bailey was referring 
to a weapon in his waistband and immediately drew his firearm, pointing it toward 
the ground. Deputy Walker ordered Suspect Bailey to place his hands on the 
steering wheel and Suspect Bailey complied. 


Deputy Walker opened the driver's door and grabbed Suspect Bailey's left wrist 
with his right hand. Deputy Walker ordered Suspect Bailey to step out of the 
vehicle, and face away from him. Suspect Bailey complied and exited his 
vehicle. Once he exited the vehicle, Suspect Bailey immediately turned his body 
to the right. Suspect Bailey pulled his right arm away from Deputy Walker's grip. 
Suspect Bailey thrust his right elbow backward and struck Deputy Walker's head. 
Deputy Walker stumbled backward from the strike, and he became disoriented. 


Deputy Walker wrapped both of his arms around Suspect Bailey's body from 
behind and attempted to pull him to the ground. Suspect Bailey broke free of 
Deputy Walker's control and walked approximately three feet away. Suspect 
Bailey turned around and faced Deputy Walker with his fists up toward his face in 
a fighter's stance [IAB Transcript Deputy Walker, Pages 5 - 6, 8 - 10]. 
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Deputy Walker saw Deputy ШШ approach Suspect Bailey from behind and 
wrap both of his arms around Suspect Bailey's torso. Suspect Bailey reached for 
his waistband, and Deputy Walker punched the suspect four to five times in the 
face with his right fist. Deputy Walker grabbed Suspect Bailey's right arm with 
his hands, pulled Suspect Bailey forward, and down to the ground. When Deputy 
Walker pulled Suspect Bailey's right arm, Deputy Walker lost his grip and fell 
backward. As Deputy Walker fell, he struck his head on the ground which 
caused him to become disoriented. 


Suspect Bailey landed face down on the ground with Deputy ог top of 
the suspect's back. Deputy Boled onto his back with Suspect Bailey's 
back on top of Deputy [EE chest. Deputy Walker placed his right knee on 
top of Suspect Bailey's right thigh and grabbed the suspect's hands. Suspect 
Bailey pulled his hands away from Deputy Walker and reached toward his waist. 
Believing Suspect Bailey was reaching for a weapon, Deputy Walker ordered the 
suspect to stop fighting, and punched him five to seven times in the face with his 
right fist. 


Suspect Bailey planted both of his feet on the ground and thrust his hips upward 
as he continued to reach toward his waistband. Deputy Walker grabbed Suspect 
Bailey's right wrist with his left hand, and punched the suspect another five to 
seven times in the face with his right fist. Deputy Walker held onto Suspect 
Bailey's right wrist with his left hand and attempted to grab the suspect's left wrist 
with his right hand. Suspect Bailey pulled his left hand away, continued to thrash 
his body from side to side, and reached for his waistband with his left hand. 
Deputy Walker punched the suspect eight additional times in the face with his 
right fist [IAB Transcript Deputy Walker, Pages 10 - 19]. 


Deputy — rolled Suspect Bailey to his right side. Deputy Walker lost control 
of Suspect Bailey's right wrist, and the suspect reached for his waistband with 
both of his hands. Deputy Walker moved to Suspect Bailey's left side and upper 
torso, and kneed the suspect two to three times with his left knee. Deputy 
Walker simultaneously grabbed Suspect Bailey's right wrist with his left hand and 
the suspect's left wrist with his right hand. 


Suspect Bailey continued to thrash his body as he kicked his legs at the 
deputies. By this time, backup units had arrived. Deputy Walker heard Deputy 
Blocs Suspect Bailey to stop fighting. Deputy Walker felt the electrical shock 
of the Taser and observed Deputy llllholding a Taser in his hand. The Taser 
was ineffective. 


Suspect Bailey continued to reach for his waistband and Deputy Walker punched 
Suspect Bailey five more times in the face with his right fist. With the assistance 
of additional deputies, they placed Suspect Bailey's right wrist behind his back 
and handcuffed him. Once Suspect Bailey was secured, Deputy Walker stepped 
away and reported his involvement in the use-of-force to Sergeant Vasquez. 
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Deputy personnel requested medical assistance via the portable radio. Los 
Angeles Fire Department responded to the scene and medically treated Suspect 
Bailey. Suspect Bailey was transported to Centinela Hospital where he was 
medically treated for an orbital fracture. Deputy Walker was taken to Health 
Works for medical treatment. 


DEPUTY И 


On January 11, 2021, IAB Sergeants Connie Delgado and Luan Dang 
interviewed Deputy B at |AB. Deputy lelected to participate in the 
interview without a representative. 


On Мау 4, 2020, Deputies IE and Walker were assigned to SLA Station as 
Unit EM shift. Deputy lJ was the passenger of the black and white 
marked patrol vehicle. They conducted a traffic stop on Suspect Bailey for 
several traffic violations. 


Deputy J approached the passenger side and instructed Suspect Bailey to 
roll down all the windows. Suspect Bailey used his left hand, rolled down the 
windows, and then reached toward his waist. Suspect Bailey used his right hand 
and reached down below the center console. Deputy could not see 
Suspect Bailey's hands and was unaware if he held anything in his hands. 
Deputy smelled the odor of marijuana emit from inside of the vehicle and 
instructed Suspect Bailey to place his hands on the steering wheel. Suspect 
Bailey stated his driver's license was suspended and continued to reach toward 
his waist, while looking back and forth at both deputies. The deputies 
commanded Suspect Bailey to place his hands on the steering wheel. 


Deputy Walker asked Suspect Bailey if there were any weapons inside the 
vehicle. Suspect Bailey looked and reached toward his waistband with both 
hands. Deputy walked around the front of the suspect vehicle, kept eye 
contact with Suspect Bailey, and watched Deputy Walker. Suspect Bailey 
stepped out of the vehicle and faced the inner corner part of the driver's door. 
Deputy Walker was positioned behind Suspect Bailey and attempted to place his 
arms behind his back. Suspect Bailey threw his right elbow backward at Deputy 
Walker and struck the right side of Deputy Walker's face. The strike caused 
Deputy Walker to stumble backward. 


Deputy ШЕШЕЙ ran toward Suspect Bailey. He commanded Suspect Bailey to 
stop fighting and to place his hands behind his back. Suspect Bailey walked 
westbound into the middle of the northbound lanes of Prairie Avenue and faced 
Deputy I Suspect Bailey used his right hand and punched Deputy! 

one time on the left side of his face. Deputy IE positioned himself behind 
Suspect Bailey and wrapped his arms around the suspect's upper body. With 
the assistance of Deputy Walker, Deputy EE conducted a team takedown of 
Suspect Bailey.

Suspect Bailey landed face down on the ground with Deputy Million top of 
the suspect's back. Deputy ШЕШІ used his portable radio and broadcast they 
were involved in a fight. Suspect Bailey moved his body side to side, swung his 
elbows backward, and kicked his feet at the deputies. Suspect Bailey continued 
to reach toward his waistband with both of his hands. Deputy believed 
Suspect Bailey may have a weapon. Deputy attempted to apply the 
carotid restraint; however, he was unsuccessful. 


Suspect Bailey pushed himself up with both of his hands while Deputy ШЕН 
was on top of his back. Deputy Ш wrapped his right arm around Suspect 
Bailey's neck and upper part of his chest and pulled him backward. Deputy 
ШИШ anc Suspect Bailey landed partially on their backs and right side of their 
bodies. Deputy ordered Suspect Bailey to stop fighting, but the suspect 
did not comply and continued to reach toward his waistband 


Suspect Bailey attempted to elbow and punch Deputy Ein the face with 
both of his hands. Suspect Bailey thrust his head backward and struck Deputy 

ne time on the left side of the face. Deputy EN saw Deputy Walker 
punch Suspect Bailey one time on the face. Deputy [J and Suspect Bailey 
rolled to the left. 


Deputy EB heard an unknown deputy announce the Taser being deployed 
and felt the electricity from the Taser. Deput felt the shock from the 
Taser, but said it had "little effect" [Deputy supplemental report, page 
3]. Suspect Bailey's body tensed up, but continued to kick and thrust his elbows 
toward deputy personnel. With the assistance of unknown deputy personnel, 
Deputy rolled Suspect Bailey to the left and onto his stomach. 


Suspect Bailey tucked his arms underneath his body and reached toward his 
waistband. Deputy released his hold of Suspect Bailey, repositioned 
himself, and straddled Suspect Bailey's lower back. Deputy йй observed 
Оершу арру one handcuff onto Suspect Bailey's left wrist and placed the 
suspect's arm behind his back. Deputy held Suspect Bailey's right arm 
behind his back, which enabled Deputy to handcuff the right wrist. 


Once Suspect Bailey was handcuffed, Deputy EE reported his involvement 
in the use-of-force to Sergeant Vasquez. Medical assistance was requested by 
deputy personnel via the portable radio. La Fire Department responded and 
medically treated Suspect Bailey. Suspect Bailey was transported to Centinela 
Hospital for further treatment. Deputy was medically treated at Health 
Works. 


DEPUTY LUIS CANO-ROBLES 
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On January 11, 2021, IAB Sergeants Connie Delgado and Luan Dang 
interviewed Deputy Cano-Robles at IAB. Deputy Cano-Robles elected to 
participate in the interview without a representative. 


On May 4, 2020, Deputy Cano-Robles and his Deputy ШЕ were 
assigned to SLA Station as Unit | EM shift. They responded to Prairie Avenue 
and Hardy Street to assist deputies involved in a fight. When they arrived, 
Deputy Cano-Robles exited the patrol vehicle and observed, from approximately 
20 to 30 feet, Deputy ШЕШЕ with his back on the ground. Suspect Bailey was 
on top of Deputy ШЕШЕ face-to-face. 


Deputy Walker was positioned to the left side of Suspect Bailey with his knees on 
the ground and attempted to handcuff Suspect Bailey's left wrist. Suspect Bailey 
used both of his hands to push down on Deputy EE chest and attempted to 

et up. As Deputy Cano-Robles approached, he heard Deputies Walker and 
йиш: Suspect Bailey to stop fighting. He heard опе of the deputies say 
that Suspect Bailey reached for his waistband. 


Deputies Cano-Robles and [positioned themselves to the left of Suspect 
Bailey. Suspect Bailey kicked his legs and swung his arms toward deputy 
personnel on scene. Deputy rolled to his left with his arms wrapped 
around Suspect Bailey's body. Suspect Bailey reached inside of his waistband 
with both of his hands. Deputy Cano-Robles believed Suspect Bailey was 
reaching for a weapon. 


Deputy Cano-Robles used his right knee to strike Suspect Bailey four times on 
the upper ribcage area and left shoulder. The knee strikes were ineffective as 
Suspect Bailey pulled his left arm from Deputy Walker. Deputy Cano-Robles 
repositioned himself behind Suspect Bailey and attempted to grab his right arm, 
but was unsuccessful. Suspect Bailey thrashed his elbows, kicked toward 
deputy personnel, and reached for his waistband with both of his hands. Deputy 
Cano-Robles heard бершу announce he was deploying the Taser. 


Deputy Cano-Robles heard the Taser activated on Suspect Bailey ПАВ 
Transcript Deputy Cano-Robles, page 19] for approximately three to five 
seconds, as he stood behind Suspect Bailey. The Taser had no effect on 
Suspect Bailey, as the suspect continued to roll from side to side and reach 
toward his waistband. Suspect Bailey kicked his left leg backward and struck 
Deputy Bi roin area. As Suspect Bailey continued to reach toward his 
waistband, Deputy Cano-Robles used his right fist and punched Suspect Bailey 8 
to 12 times on the left side of his face. Deputy Cano-Robles continuously 
reassessed and commanded Suspect Bailey to stop fighting during the strikes. 


Deputy Cano-Robles grabbed Suspect Bailey's right arm with both of his hands 


and placed it behind his back. Unknown deputy personnel handcuffed Suspect 
Bailey as Deputy ШШШгі underneath the suspect and held him down by the 
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waist area. Deputy Cano-Robles reported his involvement in the use-of-force to 
Sergeant Vasquez. 


DEPUTY И 


On January 12, 2021, IAB Sergeants Connie Delgado and Luan Dang 
interviewed Deputy Bl лғ. Deputy [was represented by Attorney William 
Hadden from Rains Lucia Stern St. Phalle and Silver. 


On May 4, 2020, Deputies зга Cano-Robles were assigned to Unit Ем 
shift. Deputy was the passenger of the black and white marked patrol 
vehicle. Deputy heard an emergent radio transmission of deputies involved 
in a fight on Prairie Avenue and north of Century Boulevard. Once they arrived, 
Deputy [observed a patrol vehicle parked on the east side of the curb, slightly 
off-set to the right and behind a vehicle. 


Deputy [saw Deputy 8 uniform, face, and arms covered in blood as he 
laid with his back on the ground. Suspect Bailey was on top of Deputy ШЕН 
facing away from him. Suspect Bailey swung his elbows backward toward 
Deputy ribs. Deputy had his legs wrapped around Suspect 
Bailey's lower torso and attempted to wrap his arms around the suspect's upper 
body. 


Suspect Bailey thrashed his body violently from side to side, swung his elbows 
back toward Deputy ШЕ face, and pressed them into Deputy body. 
Suspect Bailey arched his shoulders backward and planted his feet on the 
ground. Suspect Bailey turned to face Deputy ШЕН while attempting to get 
up. Deputy Walker was positioned on Suspect Bailey's right side and attempted 
to grab the suspect's right hand. 


Deputy [heard deputy personnel order Suspect Bailey to stop fighting about 
10 to 20 times. Deputy| was unaware if Suspect Bailey possessed a weapon 
or if deputy personnel were injured. Suspect Bailey turned onto his right side, 
pressed his body weight into Deputy chest, and pinned Deputy 

down. Suspect Bailey reached toward Deputy ШЕШ firearm. 


Deputy Walker, who was to the front left of Deputy Ml attempted to grab 

Suspect Bailey's right arm. Deputy Walker advised deputies Suspect Bailey 

reached for his waistband. Deputy observed Suspect Bailey's left hand in his 

waistband holding a black object. Deputy believed Suspect Bailey was 

retrieving a firearm from his waistband with his left hand and reached for Deputy 
firearm with his right hand. 


IAB Note: It was never determined what the black object was 
Deputy [J observed.

Deputy announced the deployment of the Taser. Deputy fired his Taser 
one time to the left side of Suspect Bailey's lower back, for one cycle of five 
seconds, from approximately 12 inches away. 


The Taser was ineffective as Suspect Bailey kicked his feet at Deput land 
continued to reach toward his waistband with his left hand. Deputy used his 
Taser and drive-stunned Suspect Bailey's lower legs, lasting approximately one 
to two seconds. The drive-stun was ineffective as Suspect Bailey continued to 
kick and reach for his waistband. Deputy [straddled Suspect Bailey's legs. 


Deputy {observed one of the prongs from the Taser was caught inside of 
Suspect Bailey's jacket, and the second prong was not connected to Suspect 
Bailey. Suspect Bailey continued to reach toward his waistband with his left 
hand. Believing Suspect Bailey was attempting to retrieve a weapon from his 
waistband, Deputy fired his Taser a second time at Suspect Bailey's lower 
back twice, for a five-second cycle. 


Suspect Bailey was not affected by the Taser as he continued to kick toward 
Deputy iJ threw his elbows toward deputy personnel, and reached toward his 
waistband with his left hand. Deputy placed his right knee on top of Suspect 
Bailey's legs and grabbed Suspect Bailey's left hand with his left hand. Deputy 
ШШ: ск Suspect Bailey on the left side of his ribcage and stomach with his 
right fist, approximately 10 to 15 times. Deputy IBllattempted to place Suspect 
Bailey's arm behind his back, at which time the suspect kicked him in the thigh 
and lower leg area. 


Deputy fused the Taser three to four more times to drive-stun Suspect Bailey 
on his lower abdomen area. Deputy г unable to keep the Taser in contact 
with Suspect Bailey for more than one to two seconds at a time. This was due to 
Suspect Bailey thrashing his elbows and rolling his body from side to side. 
Deputy grabbed Suspect Bailey's left arm with both of his hands and placed 
Suspect Bailey's left arm behind his back. 


IAB Note: Тһе Taser 7 Summary Report [Exhibit G] indicates the 
Taser was discharged seven times. 


Suspect Bailey kicked Deputy iin the groin area and pulled his arm away as 
he continued to reach for his waistband.

Suspect Bailey continued to thrash his body and kick at the deputies. Deputy lil 
applied the Hobble restraint device around Suspect Bailey's ankles. Once 
Suspect Bailey was handcuffed, Deputy secured the scene and reported his 
involvement in the use-of-force to Sergeant Vasquez.

On May 4, 2020, Deputies ЕЙ зг ШШ wore assigned to SLA Station as Unit 


ШЕМ shift. Deputy drove a black and white marked patrol vehicle. 
Deputy J heard emergent radio traffic of Deputies Walker and 

involved in a fight on Prairie Avenue and responded to the scene. When they 
arrived, Першіу ега an unknown deputy personnel order the suspect to 
stop fighting. 


Deputy if observed Deputies Walker, Cano-Robles, and оп the ground 
surrounding Suspect Bailey and Deputy MN NN Suspect Bailey was lying on 
his back, on top of Deputy chest, who was also on his back on the 
ground. Suspect Bailey thrashed his body from side to side, kicked, and 
punched toward deputy personnel. Deputy Ml positioned himself to the left of 
Suspect Bailey's lower torso. He saw a large pool of blood on the ground. 


Deputy Mill placed his left knee on Suspect Bailey's upper back and observed 
two prongs lodged in Suspect Bailey's back. He realized Suspect Bailey had 
been Tased prior to his arrival. Deputy personnel ordered Suspect Bailey to stop 
reaching for his waistband; however, he did not comply. Deputy grabbed 
Suspect Bailey's left bicep and attempted to remove his arm from underneath his 
body. Deputy feared Suspect Bailey would retrieve a weapon from his 
waistband. Deputy [punched Suspect Bailey approximately 5 to 10 times 
on his upper back and shoulder area. Deput [ picked up an unknown 
deputy's flashlight from the ground. Deputy’ used the flashlight to try and 
pry Suspect Bailey's left hand from underneath his body. 


With the assistance of other deputies, Deputy Ml was able to pull Suspect 
Bailey's left hand from underneath his body and handcuffed him. Once Suspect 
Bailey was handcuffed, he did not resist the deputies. Deputy IM reported his 
involvement іп the use-of-force to Sergeant Vasquez. Deputy I conducted а 
search of Suspect Bailey's vehicle and recovered marijuana. Deputy — [ 
booked the marijuana at SLA Station.

On May 4, 2020, PE m assigned to SLA Station as Unit 


m EM shift. Deputy heard deputies were involved in a fight with a 
suspect on Prairie Avenue just north of Century Boulevard. Deputy 

responded to the scene. When they arrived, Deputy Г. observed Deputies 
Cano-Robles, Walker, and оп top of Suspect Bailey. Suspect Bailey was 
face-down in the number three lane of Prairie Avenue. Suspect Bailey had his 
left hand underneath his torso. Deputy heard Deputy order 
Suspect Bailey, approximately 10 times, to stop reaching for his waistband and to 
stop fighting. 


Deputy was on Suspect Bailey's left side of the body. Deputy | Е 
Suspect Bailey's left arm with two hands and attempted to pull the suspect's left 
arm from underneath his body. Deputy [knew Suspect Bailey had 
handcuffs secured to his left hand. 


Deputy positioned himself on Suspect Bailey's left side and attempted to 
pull his left hand from underneath his stomach. Suspect Bailey pulled his left 
arm away from Deputy НЕН hold and reached toward his waistband. Fearing 
Suspect Bailey could assault deputy personnel with the handcuff and possibly 
being in possession of a firearm, Deputy [punched the suspect one time on 
the left side of his ribcage with his right fist. 


Deputy punch had no effect, and Suspect Bailey continued to reach 
toward his waistband with his left hand. Deputy [J kneed Suspect Bailey two 
to three times on the left side of the suspect’s ribcage. The knee strikes were 
effective and Deputy ШЕШЕ ES able to pull Suspect Bailey's left hand from 
underneath his body. Deputy placed Suspect Bailey's left hand behind his 
back and assisted other deputy personnel in handcuffing him. 


Following the use-of-force, Deputy [iif reported his involvement in the use-of- 
force to Sergeant Vasquez.

interviewed Deputy 002: the 1AB office. Deputy Mas represented 
by Attorney William Hadden from Rains Lucia Stern St. Phalle and Silver. 


On шл 4, 2020, Deputy ЩИ was assigned to ШРМ shift. Deputy 


responded to Prairie Avenue and north of Century Boulevard regarding 
an emergent radio transmission of deputies involved in a fight. When Deputy 
HE a rived, he observed Suspect Bailey face down on the ground in the 
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middle of Prairie Avenue with Deputy 0 straddling his back. Deputy 
оша not see Suspect Bailey's arms because they were underneath his 
chest and stomach. 


Deputy I observed an unknown deputy attempting to hold Suspect 
Bailey's lower extremities; however, he did not observe their specific actions. 
Deputy focused on Suspect Baileys arms. He heard deputy personnel 
command Suspect Bailey to stop fighting and to place his hands behind his back. 
Suspect Bailey continued to wedge his arms underneath his body. Deputy 
pn D Suspect Bailey attempted to retrieve something from his 
waistband, so he grabbed the suspect's right forearm [Deputy ЕН 
transcript, page 8]. Deputy MENU c Suspect Bailey's right arm from 
underneath his body and placed it behind his back. An unknown deputy applied 
a handcuff to Suspect Bailey's right wrist. Once Suspect Bailey was handcuffed, 
Deputy 008 requested medical assistance. Deputy ШЕШ ported his 
involvement in the use-of-force to Sergeant Vasquez. 


WITNESSES 
SERGEANT LEONARDO VASQUEZ 


On December 17, 2020, IAB Sergeants Connie Delgado and Luan Dang 
interviewed Sergeant Vasquez at SLA Station. 


On May 4, 2020, Sergeant Vasquez was assigned as a field sergeant, Unit 30S, 
EM shift. Sergeant Vasquez heard radio traffic of a deputy requesting assistance 
for a deputy involved in a fight. Sergeant Vasquez responded from SLA Station 
to the scene within three to four minutes of hearing the radio traffic. Once 
Sergeant Vasquez arrived, he observed Suspect Bailey, lying on his left side, in 
the middle of the northbound lanes of Prairie Avenue. Suspect Bailey was 
handcuffed behind his back, and a Hobble restraint device was applied on his 
legs. The hobble was not secured to the handcuffs (TARP). 


Suspect Bailey was breathing heavy and bled profusely from his face, but was 
compliant. Sergeant Vasquez observed Deputies Cano-Robles, Walker, and 
ШШЕ had blood on their uniforms. All involved deputy personnel reported their 
use-of-force, witnessed force, and their injuries. Sergeant Vasquez ensured the 
preservation of the scene was managed. A search for witnesses and video was 
conducted. Sergeant Vasquez debriefed the force incident with deputy 
personnel. 


On January 25, 2020, Witness was interviewed by IAB Sergeants 
Delgado and Dang. Witness heard SLA station deputies’ radio traffic 
over a scanner application on her cell phone. Witness г Eum 
approximately 10 minutes after the use-of-force occurred, and did not witness the 
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force incident. Witness ШЕШІ was approximately 20 feet away, when she 
observed three deputies with one knee on the ground, the other knee on top of 
Suspect Bailey's back, and their hand(s) placed somewhere on Suspect Bailey's 
body. Witness. did not see Suspect Bailey move or hear deputy 
personnel give commands. Witness believed these were not the 
deputies involved in the fight due to their calm demeanor. Witness heard 
Suspect Bailey state, “I want to live" ПАВ Transcript Witness Ш page 41. 
Suspect Bailey's face was swollen and bleeding. Paramedics medically treated 
and transported Suspect Bailey. Witness [video recorded the scene after 
the use-of-force. The Witness stated she would not provide the video due to 
personal conversations held with citizens inquiring as to what happened. She 
provided IAB investigators with a shorter version (Raw+file+LASD=50420) 
[Miscellaneous Documents] and uploaded a second shorter version (The vile 
deputies of Lennox) onto YouTube for public viewing [Miscellaneous 
Documents]. 


On January 25, 2020, Witness was interviewed by IAB 
Sergeants Delgado and Dang. Witness heard police radio traffic from a 
scanner on his smart phone indicating deputies were involved in a fight. 
Witnesses IEEE and [IEE arrived together approximately 10 to 12 minutes 
later, after the use-of-force occurred. Witness И ob served three deputy 
personnel near Suspect Bailey. Paramedics treated Suspect Bailey for his 
swollen face. те ұшта .-: was obstructed by the center medium 
bushes. Witness watched the video he recorded and heard Suspect 
Bailey saying he wanted to live. Witness described his video as poor 
quality because of the live stream. Witness ШИ video was not focused on 
deputy personnel or Suspect Baily, but it mostly recorded Witness И 
yelling at deputy personnel. Witness RU oi not provide IAB 
investigators with his video footage or dash camera footage. 


SUSPECT CHRISTOPHER BAILEY 


On May 4, 2020, IAB investigators responded to Centinela Hospital and 
attempted to conduct an interview with Suspect Bailey [IAB Transcript Suspect 
Bailey]. The interview was not conducted due to Suspect Bailey's medicated 
state. From December 16, 2020, to February 19, 2021, IAB investigators 
attempted to contact Suspect Bailey via phone numerous times. On December 
16, 2020, IAB investigators sent a certified letter to his address [Miscellaneous 
Documents/Mail]. At the completion of this review, Suspect Bailey had not 
contacted IAB investigators.
